A Reagb Launching. 

The presence of Icebergs at sea 
Is ji coiiHtnnl Houreo of danger, ao 
every an minor and fall the Govern- 
ment makes out an ieeberg fiii'tle. 
"When Home ships report an Icebcrc 
In a certain 'latitude and longitude, a 
little red dot Is placed on the IceberR 
chart. In np!te of all precautions, 
however, a ship sometimes rumi Into 
One of these dangerous obstructions. 

There la the unparalleled case of 
the Bteamer "Portia" in Notre Dame 
Bay. In clear daylfght an Iceberg was 
Sighted and passengers and crew bei4- 
ged the captain to approach It, In or- 
<lpr Hint them mlfjht Inspect and 
photograph It. Tile "Portia," there- 
fore, wan Bteored close to the tower- 
ing sldon of the mighty berg, whoae 
highest plnacles sllstened sovora! 
L ii nd red feet above tlie sea. 

Thon the unexpected happened. 
, There was an oxj>loa'on like the shock 
of a volcano crunt'on, and the m'^hty 
^fcerg wutf riven nsunder. One of the 
plcees upllt upurf., grew top heavy and 
toppled over, its base, fur under 
water, catching the "Portia" and lift- 
ing hor high and dry some ten or 
twelve feet ahov^ the «ea. 

The mlenty overturu'tig of the berg 
created enormous swells, anil these 
llllfie waves wei' the only tli'nn that 
saved tlio fchlp from destriiet'on. Tho 
.weight of the stip caught on Itfi shelf 
of lea, kept the berg from lurnliig a 
complete unmel'tuiilt, and a huge swell 
picked up the vesoel and launched her 
again, stem first. In the sea. 

Tb'n kind of rough launching was 
not the hind a iihip expecls, and the 
force carried her ao fur down Into the 
Ben that the cupt-J'n and crew never 
expected her to come up again.
